From Ravine st. to Mulberry st.. 
Pennsylvania ave. w ill he widened 
22 feet, with a brick pavement on 
a 12-inch slag base. 
The present 
14-foot roadbed w ill be resurfaced 
with asphaltic concrete adjoining 
the 
brick and 
making a 
36-foot 
roadbed. 
70 Pct. Of Land Bought 
To provide a right-of-way for the 
widened highway, the city has pur­ 
chased approximately 70 percent of 
the adjoining land from the Steub­ 
enville. East Liverpool and Beaver 
* Valley Traction Co. 
Paym ent of $7,500 for the land 
has been authorised in an emer­ 
gency ordinance passed by coun­ 
cil. The purchase price was trans­ 
ferred from the contingency fund

Th* board of directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce has voted 
opposition to two propoaed am end­

state's senatorial districts and the 
other offering a 1940 model of the 
Bigelow old-age pension plan. 
The legislative reapportionm ent 
bill would divide the state into 35

Combine Some Areas 
Contiguous counties or parts of 
counties would be combined to ob­ 
tain a district of 200,000 population, 
meaning that Columbiana county 
would

her Mahoning or Jefferson. 
Since 1903, each county has had 
least one representative. 
Jnder this amendment, the eight 
most populous counties would have 
m ore 
representatives 
than 
the 
other 80 counties combined. 
The 
rejuvenated 
Bigelow 
plan 
again proposes pensions of $50 a 
month to single persons over 60 
and $80 to married couples, less 
the recipients* net income 
from 
other sources. 
It proposes what the chamber 
calls fantastic financing sim ilar to 
that of the 1939 model—a state in­ 
com e tax equal to 25 percent of the 
federal Income tax and a 2 percent 
levy on all real estate valued at 
$20,000 or more an acre, exclusive 
of buildings and improvements. 
The governor, state auditor and 
secretary of state would form a 
board of apportionment to deter­ 
m ine the ratio of representation in 
the senate, house of representa­ 
tive* and the general assem bly. 
Act After Census 
Th* board, which would act after 
•very dicennial census, also would 
divide the state into 140 represen­ 
tative districts and 35 senatorial 
districts 
of 
approximately

population. 
Each senatorial district would be 
entitled to one senator and each 
representative district woald have 
one representative, except that in a 
senatorial

whose

T he w ater should he thrown on 
the body with some force; from a 
hose, if available, or sluiced on 
from a bucket. This impingement 
of the water on the skin is a stim ­ 
ulant and very valuable because 
the real danger of heat stroke is 
circulatory 
collapse. 
Of course, remove the heat ex­ 
hausted victim to the coolest place 
that can be found, away from the 
sun.

CAUSE TUBER DISEASE 


CHATHAM, V*. — Blackie*, a 
dark discoloration of potato plants 
which causes the U nited S tates an 
annual loss of $5,000,000, h as been 
attributed to too much rain, too 
little rain, to the moon being full, 
and to the moon being dark, says 
J, A. Pinckard of the Virginia agri­ 
cultural experim ent station here. 
But the real reason for this po­ 
tato disease is bacteria, or plain 


germs. 
But there are 62 varieties 
of bacteria, 
each 
of which 
can 
cause potato blackleg. 
This sum m ation of the blackleg 
host is the work of Reiner Bonde 
and its telling takes 20 pages of 
fine print in the agricultural jour­ 
nal, Phytopathology. 
T hat’s not all, The 62 varities 
can cause o th e r plant rot diseases, 
and some of them hide in corn 
worms 
and 
other 
unsuspected 
places, by which they sneak up on 
potato fields. 
But not one of Dr. 
Bonders 62 varieties appears to be 
harmful to m an ’s health.

VER a tortuous roadbed, across many precarious 
trestles and winding through difficult early 
Ohio country, the Bellaire. Zanesville and Cincin­ 
nati railroad engines puffed and steamed, connecting 
those cities. 
Hills people Jocularly observed that the "R z 
A C.” on the cars meant “badly zigzagged and 
crooked.” In places the grade was 139 feet rise to 
the mile.

IN CITY MISHAPS 


Sidewiping Trend Indicated 


In Traffic Accidents Of 


Past Two Months 


By R O B ER T POPP 
Youthful pedestrians and bicycle 
riders were the principal casualties 
in the city's May and June auto 
mishaps, it was shown today in a 
study of the police department'** 
50 accident reports for the two 
months. 
Seven children were hurt either 
playing or riding in the 
street, 
though most 
escaped 
with 
only 
minor cuts or bruises, the reports 
showed. 
Four other pedestrians, all elder­ 
ly, were injured when they walked 
into the paths of autos, the records 
revealed. 
Trend For Vehicle Mishaps 
May 
and 
June 
auto 
mishaps 
showed a trend toward sideswip­ 
ing, a type that occurred frequent­ 
ly when a car pulled from the curb 
into the traffic stream or when 
a parked auto was struck by a 
passing vehicle. 
Earlier 
monthly 
studies 
had 
pointed to intersectional crashes 
as the most frequent, but the last 
two months brought only eight re­ 
ports of those. 
The city saw only one fatality 
during the period—the death May 
14 of Mrs. Hattie Burgess of East 
Third st. who drove over the un­ 
protected 
side of the 
Broadway 
crossing into the parti of a train. 
And there also was some out-of- 
the-ordlnary 
accidents. 
A 
man’s 
windshield was broken when it was 
struck by a plank protruding from 
a trailer towed by the auto ahead; 
a boy walking on East Fifth st. was 
injured by the door of a passing 
auto, which swung open unexpect­ 
edly. 
May recorded IO sideswiping mis­ 
haps. and seven more were report­ 
ed 
in 
June. 
Four 
intersectional 
crashes 
were 
reported 
for each 
month. 
Children figured in four mishaps 
during 
May and three in June. 
Two other pedestrians 
were 
re­ 
ported hurt in each of the tw*o 
months. 
Hit-Bklp Drivers Involved 
Most of the parked cars dam­ 
aged during the two months were 
struck by hit-skip drivers; five in 
May and three more in June. 
Four autos were reported dam­ 
aged in May while pulling from 
the curb. 
Five 
similar 
mishaps 
were chalked up for June. 
A majority of the accidents oc­ 
curred some time between 6 p. rn. 
and midnight. The early morning 
hours were listed on very few re­ 
ports. though some of the more 
serious crashes cam# between mid­ 
night and dawn. 
National statistics show an aver- 
auf of one bicycle mishap for every 
auto accident and reveal that three 
of every four bicyclists injured are 
violating some traffic law. 
Two thirds of the bicycle mis­ 
haps take place in the daylight 
mostly a t intersections, and many 
of the wheels are defective, accord­ 
ing to the national record. 
During 
1939. 
the country 
had 
about 700 deaths resulting from 
auto-bike accidents, a slight im­ 
provement over the 1938 toll of 720. 
Bicycle Total Tripled 
In the last six years, the number 
of bicycles in use has been nearly 
tripled. Motor vehicle mileage in­ 
creased 48 percent, but total auto 
deaths were up only l l percent. 
Children from 5 to 14 are the prin­ 
cipal victims of wheel crashes. 
The bicycle had its first flower­ 
ing in this country in the gay nine­ 
ties. Then, with the turn of the 
century, the bicycle made a rapid 
fade-out as the motor vehicle took 
aper th#* highways of the nation. 
Now the bicycle is with us again, 
blossoming 
out. 
profusely 
onto 
streets and highways built for auto­ 
mobiles, onto sidewalks built for 
pedestrians. 
When the cycle went into de­ 
cline. some Sh odd years ago there 
were few accidents and almost no 
Analities. When It started Its re­ 
cent comeback there were some 
30,000,00m 
motor vehicles 
in 
its 
way: Which is why the automo- 
hile-hieycle collision is now con­ 
tributing a sizeable quota of dead 
•nd Injured each year to -the an­ 
nual* traffic accident toil. 
Three-Way Responsibility 
4 Sharing the responsibility for the 
chaotic state of bicycle traffic are 
the motorist, the pedestrian and 
the cycliat. Too many motorists 
regard the cyclist as a nuisance 
wfth no rights on the streets and 
highways. His presence is looked 
on as an attem pt to usurp what the 
driver considers a private domain. 
Unthinking 
drivers 
sweepingly 
demand that the bicycle be denied 
the right to use the streets and 
highways. 
Unthinking pedestrians 
demand that it he kept off the side­ 
walks. All of which does not solve 
the situation one whit. 
The cyclist must he blamed for 
a great deal of confusion and re­ 
sultant tragedies. Since the cyclist 
in most instances is a child he is 
spt to do unexpected things 
in 
traffic. , 
He will race, he will ride "no 
hands’’, he will atreak along at 
night without lights, he will more

The average cyclist is full of 
the irresonsible whims of youth. 
And youth can be taught to assume 
civic and social responsibility only 
after intensive education and strict 
official control. 
The job of educating the cyclist 
to use Judgment and sanity In his 
riding must Impress the bicycle 
rider with the need of the safest 
possible operation, must teach him 
to keep from the path of the auto­ 
mobile for the simple reason that 
a blcycje can’t win in an argument 
with the auto, regardless of right 
or wrong.

“T H E S TO R Y OF T H E PACIFIC” 
by Hendrik Willem van Loon. 
H 
e n d r i k 
W I L L E M 
v a n 
LOON’S latest book Is. we fear, 
misnamed. It is called "The Story 
of the Pacific,’’ but it might better 
be named "The Story of H. W. van 
Loon and the Pacific.” There is 
every bit as much van Loon as Pa­ 
cific in it,, and perhaps there is 
more. 
For example— 
Before beginning the story of 
the Pacific the author gets stuck 
in the Panama canal. There is a 
sketchy story of the canal and a 
chapter called "Silent on a Bench 
In Darien,” in which various mild 
philosophies and speculations are 
offered. 
There is another chapter of per­ 
haps necessary vagueness called 
"The Prehistoric Pacific," and still 
another called "More Guesswork." 
These occupy nearly a hundred 
pages and read swiftly. 
Introduction To His Mind 
But they scarcely could be called 
an introduction to the story of the 
Pacific, because mostly they are an 
introduction to the active mind of 
the author. That gentleman loves a 
sprightly phrase with almost hys­ 
terical intensity. 
Then the body of the book— 
also bravely sprinkled 
with van 
Loonisms—is 
devoted 
to 
Polyne­ 
sia. and certain of the more south­ 
erly 
islands. 
One 
might 
almost 
imagine that the Pacific was a 
group of islands entirely surround-' 
ed by nothing, inasmuch as it is; 
only when Captain Cook, the ex­ 
plorer. swings north that that sec­ 
tion of the Pacific Is considered. 
Mr. van Loon has approximated 
a history in which the Pacific’s 
boundaries are nearly ignored. 
Story Is Told Gaily 
Ro perhaps onp should revise the 
revised title once again. It might 
be still better to call this "The 
Story of H. W. van Loon and the 
Central and 
Southern Islands of 
the Pacific.” This story has not 
been told so gally in a long while 
—not since the same author’s Geog­ 
raphy. 
Or. for that matter, with such 
frank prejudice. Mr. van Loon de­ 
tests the missionaries, for example, 
and makes no bones of it. He also 
takes with 
entire frankness the 
side 
of 
the 
little 
brown 
men 
against the whites; ' it is curious 
Hist although the little brown men 
ate each other for centuries, put­ 
ting pants on them seems a crime 
to Mr. van 
Loon. 
For the 
most part he 
Ignores 
the fact that, in even the most 
idyllic 
of 
the 
islands, innocent 
boys u # d 
to be sent to die of 
starvation and thirst on the open 
sea in the boat which carried his 
chieftain’s body to Valhalla; that 
and other sweet habits. 
Mr. 
van 
Loon 
has. 
as 
usual 
illustrated his own product.
